GIRL’S BODY IN THE RIVER: 
PARENTS AND SISTER HELD. 


Pontiac, III., Has Apparent Murder 
Sensation in Finding by Coro- 
ner’s Jury. 


Pontiac, III., Nov. 14—A coroner's jury 
today, investigating the death of Chris- 
tine Diemer, whose body recently was 
found in the river here, recommended 
that Miss Diemer’s parents and sister be 
held for farther investigation by the 
next grand jury. Miss Diemer's neck 
had been broken and her skull fraetured. 

Statements that caused the community 
to gasp were made at the inquest. 
Christine, who was a graduate of the 
normal college at Bloomington, dropped 
from ‘sight Oct, 27. Friends were told 
by the family that she had gone to 
Florida to spend the winter, 

But on Nov. 8 Mrs. Prank Haines, a 
neighbor, found the girl’s body in the 
river. 

Witnesses introduced at the inquest 
told of having heard cries of distress 
at a point near the Diemer house the 
night Christine disappeared. The Die- 
mers live about 190 yards from the river.
